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Amid troubling inspections, panel convened to keep Pacitic ships sailing

HONOLULU — A four-member 
panel of Navy officials was con- 
vened to examine how to expand 
the lifespan of the U.S. Pacific 
Fleet following nearly a decade of 
increased fighting and troubling 
inspection reports in 2008. 

The panel will look into how to 
better sustain ships so that their 
operational life grows by five 
years or more, making it easier to 


achieve the Navy’s goal of having 
a 313-ship fleet. The fleet now has 
285 deployable ships. 

The panel’s examination start- 
ed in September and is expected 
to be completed early next year. 
They will take into account the 
Navy’s Board of Inspection and 
Survey’s troubling inspection re- 
sults from 2008. 

That report concluded that six 
ships — including the cruiser USS 


Chosin, based in Pearl Harbor — 
were not fit for sustained combat 
operations. Work was done on the 
Chosin to correct the faults, and 
the ship did well in the training 
that followed, said Capt. Jeff Bre- 
slau, a spokesman for U.S. Pacific 
Fleet. 

The USS Port Royal, also 
stationed in Pearl Harbor, ran 
aground last February off Hono- 
lulu Airport because of basic nav- 


igational errors, according to the 
Navy Safety Investigation Board. 
These incidents factored into the 
overall assessment, said Breslau. 

The panel will conduct a com- 
prehensive review of training, 
manning and maintenance, but 
it’s still too early to tell what will 
result, said Breslau. 

“T don’t know in the end how 
much of a shakeup this is going to 
result in,” Breslau said.

Garcia said the new mask al- 
lows young children more room 
inside, a greater field of vision 
and even a built-in straw for 
drinking. 

“This is more comfortable for 
them,” he said. 

The new mask may still be a 
tough sell for the youngest of chil- 
dren. Garcia said his daughter, 
Danielle, 4, initially balked when 
he asked her recently to try on 
the mask. 

“Then, as soon as she put it on 
and she feels the air flowing on 
her face, she wants to do it again,” 
he said. “The next day, she was 
asking, ‘When can I put that on 
again?’ ” 

When the mask was demon- 
strated Monday on Spc. Ione 
Barrera’s 16-month-old daughter, 
Sariah, the child cried and fended 
off every attempt to place it over 
her head. Still, her mother said 
the new mask is an improvement. 

The old masks, Barrera said, 
“kind of creeped me out — it’s 
like a plastic bag thrown over 
them. Now, they look like little as- 
tronaut suits, so I think it is a little 
more kid-friendly and doable. 

“T mean, it’s a weird concept to 
think about your kids having to 
wear a [protective] mask, but at

the same time you have to look 
at the bright side — you can tell 
them they’re astronauts ... for 
that period.

BAGHDAD — It was early April 
2003. The city of Mosul in northern 
Iraq was in free fall. 

The holdout units of Saddam Hus- 
sein’s military had abandoned their 
posts sometime during the night. By 
midmorning, looters were helping 
themselves and vigilantes were be- 
ginning their revenge. 

In a traffic circle, the garroted bod- 
ies of Saddam loyalists were propped 
up like scarecrows. At the university, 
libraries and labs were picked clean 
— right down to someone wheeling 
away a model skeleton that jiggled in a 
noisy dance of flailing arms and snap- 
ping jaw. 

This is where I made a promise to a 
doctor I met amid the mayhem. 

I had come across Dr. Salim Mo- 
hammed Yacoub after he banded to- 
gether with colleagues to defend their 
hospital against the street pirates. We 
talked for a long time. It began with 
his views on the American-led inva- 
sion of his country but soon drifted 
into a broader conversation about the 
utter helplessness of civilians, like 
himself, caught in conflict. 

He then said something as pro- 
found as anything I’ve ever heard 
about war. 

“Remember, we don’t live our lives 
in history books,” Dr. Yacoub told me. 

I knew instantly what he meant. 
Scholars and pundits can analyze the 
strategic outcomes and judge the win- 
ners and losers from a safe distance. 
But there is none of that as war un- 
folds. There are just moments. 

They come in every imaginable 
form: a car bomb’s lethal spray of 
metal and glass, a unit pinned down 
by an ambush, neighbors turning on 
neighbors, a soldier packing for an- 
other tour, the pre-dawn salute of 
President Barack Obama at Dover 
Air Force Base for 18 soldiers killed 
in Afghanistan in a single week. 

It’s these countless fragments that 
have built the narrative of the post- 
Sept. 11 years. We pore over them to 
try to make sense of where we are and 
seek clues about what could come. 

It was just the beginning of Amer- 
ica’s second war when I sat with Dr. 
Yacoub. He said: Come find me in five

or six years, God willing. Then we can 
talk more about the wars and what 
they mean. 

I told him I would try my best. 

We are now at that point. 

The doctor was right about one 
thing. There is much to discuss. 

In Iraq, it’s now about holding the 
gains. 

The country is moving toward 
some level of stability. But it came 
only after years that pushed Iraq per- 
ilously close to civil war between the 
Sunnis who lost power after Saddam’s 
fall and the majority Shiites who took 
control of the aftermath. The tallies: 
more than 4,350 U.S. soldiers dead; at 
least 87,500 Iraqi civilians killed, ac- 
cording to government figures. 

Insurgents still attack — most 
recently in late October with car 
bombs that killed at least 155 people 
in strikes against Baghdad municipal 
offices — but their attacks no longer 
appear capable of bringing down the 
government or seriously altering the 
Pentagon’s plans to pull out the last 
troops in about two years. 

The war in Afghanistan launched 
after 9/11, meanwhile, seems to be 
drifting out of the grasp of America 
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Start, on Sept. 11, 2001, and has since pirouetted through wars 
and social networking, a roller-coaster economy and the election of 


the first black U.S. president.

and its allies. This is because their 
enemy isn’t a fixed target. The Tal- 
iban is not an army, but an ideology. 
It draws as much from its puritanical 
reading of Islam as it does from Af- 
ghanistan’s own lore as a graveyard 
for invaders. 

But what I really wanted to talk 
about with Dr. Yacoub is his own story 
since we last met. 

I found Dr. Yacoub in November. I 
tracked him down through his hospi- 
tal — now called Al Salam, or Peace 
— which was closed from 2005 to 
2007 when it was occupied by Kurd- 
ish fighters. 

It’s still surrounded by concrete 
blast walls in a city that’s considered 
the last urban stronghold for al-Qaida 
in Iraq and other Sunni insurgents. 

Dr. Yacoub remembered me and 
our conversation that day. I expected 
him to be surprised by my call and 
ask about my desire to make contact 
again. Instead, he simply recounted 
his life since the fall of Mosul. He 
sounded tired. 

He remained in Mosul but kept 
a low profile while the hospital was 
closed. Doctors, academics and other

professionals were sometimes hit by 
targeted killings by insurgents. 

Dr. Yacoub took no chances. He 
would rarely leave his neighborhood 
and managed to make some money 
with a home clinic. 

Many colleagues fled to Syria or 
Jordan. He came close to leaving, 
but felt it was better to be a prisoner 
of violence in his own country than a 
refugee in another. 

“So much suffering,” he told me by 
phone. “I’ve seen so much suffering.” 

I reminded him of what he said to 
me in 2003 — that it would take years 
to gain a fuller perspective on the war. 
Certainly, I noted, violence is easing. 
This must be good news. 

“Yes, yes,” he said. “That is true. It 
is safer. I am back at work. But war 
goes deeper. It can break a soul. It 
can break the spirit. It robs people of 
hope. Those are wounds that take a 
long time to heal.” 

“Was the war worth it? That is a 
question not just for this war, but all 
wars. Ask me — ask the living — and 
they may say yes. We cannot ask the 
dead that question. But I think the an- 
swer might be different.”

ISLAMABAD — Pakistan’s em- 
battled government reached out to 
the opposition Monday as it sought 
to limit the damage from a recent 
Supreme Court decision striking 
down an amnesty protecting sev- 
eral of its senior officials from cor- 
ruption charges. 

The court verdict has plunged 
Pakistan into political turmoil, 
distracting the government at 
a time when the U.S. is calling

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Pakistanis are deeply suspi- 
cious of America’s power and mo- 
tives, making it difficult for their 
leaders to accede to Washington’s 
pressure in public, lest they look 
like U.S. puppets. 

A senior U.S. diplomat hinted at 
a separate agreement on the re- 
mote tribal areas that would allow 
the U.S. itself to take on some of 
the hidden war against Pakistan’s 
militants. 

Speaking on condition of ano- 
nymity to discuss sensitive talks 
with Pakistan, the diplomat said 
last week that more U.S. action 
is expected against the Haqqani 
network, led by longtime resis- 
tance fighter and former U.S. ally 
Jalaluddin Haqqani. His network, 
based in the Waziristan tribal area 
in northwest Pakistan, reportedly 
has strong ties with al-Qaida and 
targets U.S. forces in eastern Af- 
ghanistan from across the border. 

The diplomat said the stepped- 
up U.S. action would come with 


Pakistani support, but would 
not elaborate on the potential 
cooperation. 


Pakistani officials claim they 
have targeted the Haqqani lead- 
ership, albeit unsuccessfully, and 
will go after the network when the 
time is right. Some U.S. officials 
believe that, others don’t. 

Military officials say the 
Haqqani problem illustrates how 
the United States sometimes 
needs Pakistan more than the 
other way around. 

The U.S. military now counts 
the Haqqani network as the single 
gravest threat to U.S. forces fight- 
ing over the border in Afghani- 
stan, and badly wants Pakistan 
to push the militants from their 
border refuges. 

But the Pakistani answer seems 
to be that unless and until the 
Haqqanis threaten Pakistan, they 
won't be a priority. 

Adm. Mike Mullen, chairman 
of the U.S. Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
was the latest U.S. official to make 
the case in a visit to Pakistan’s 
capital last week. 

More than most U.S. officials, 
Mullen has cordial, long-standing 
relationships with Pakistan’s gen- 
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Ruling party troubled by court’s amnesty decision 


on the country to target Taliban 
and al-Qaida militants launching 
cross-border attacks against co- 
alition troops in Afghanistan. 
Some opposition members have 
called for officials who benefited 
from the amnesty, including Pres- 
ident Asif Ali Zardari, to resign. 
But the Pakistan Muslim 
League-Nawaz Group’s_ senior 
leadership has refrained from 
taking such a tough stance, amove 


that analysts say is driven by 
their desire to avoid destabilizing 
the country’s fragile democratic 
system. 

“T think the only real lifeline 
that can be thrown to the (rul- 
ing) Pakistan People’s Party right 
now is if the opposition holds its 
fire and sees how this showdown 
between the political government 
and the judiciary plays out,” said 
Cyril Almeida, an opinion writer

erals, the strongest power base in- 
side the country. Despite those ties, 
Mullen’s quiet effort met with a po- 
lite noncommittal from his hosts. 

Mullen advises patience and 
humility in dealing with Pakistan, 
a view not shared by some leading 
Republicans in Congress. Mullen 
said Pakistan doesn’t get enough 
credit for the push since spring 
against militants in the Swat val- 
ley and South Waziristan. 

“Too many people eagerly and 
easily criticize Pakistan for what 
they have not done,” Mullen said 
Sunday, days after Pakistan’s 
military leaders took Mullen on a 
tour of a reclaimed Swat. 

“When I go to Swat, and look at 
what they did there on the military 
I think it’s pretty extraordinary.” 

Most of the groups aligned 
against the U.S. are in North Wa- 
ziristan, a tribal area not pressed 
hard by Pakistan’s army. The only 
firepower directed at militants 
there comes from American mis- 
sile-loaded drones. 

Mullen told students at Paki- 
stan’s National Defense Universi- 
ty that the U.S. is concerned about 
what it sees as a growing coordi- 
nation among terrorist networks 


in and around Pakistan. 

“T do not, certainly, claim that 
they are great friends, but they 
are collaborating in ways that 
quite frankly, scare me quite a 
bit,” Mullen said last week. 

He did not come out and say 
Pakistan needs to expand the 
fight against militants. But his 
point was clear. 

In an exchange of letters over 
recent weeks, Obama asked for 
more cooperation and Pakistan’s 
president, Asif Ali Zardari, 
pledged some additional help, U.S. 
officials said. The officials spoke 
on condition of anonymity to de- 
scribe private correspondence. 

Without additional pressure 
from inside Pakistan, the only 
other option is for the U.S. to finish 
the fight on its own. But Pakistan 
doesn’t allow outright U.S. military 
action on its soil. 

Mullen seemed to recognize 
that when he told the military 
students that he knows the U.S. is 
perceived as acting in its own in- 
terests almost at any cost, so it can 
hardly ask others not to put their 
own needs first. 

“Sometimes that gets lost on 
us,” he said.

Insurgents target 
Iraqi poll workers

BAGHDAD — Insurgents have 
begun targeting Iraqi election 
workers in an apparent attempt to 
derail the March parliamentary 
vote, Iraqi officials said, prompt- 
ing electoral authorities to restrict 
the movement of their employees 
and shelter some at a hotel in the 
Green Zone. 

An election worker was killed 
in front of his Baghdad home 
last week, and a worker and the 
wife and son of another were kid- 
napped in the past 10 days, ac- 
cording to Faraj al-Haidari, the 
head of the Independent High 
Electoral Commission. 

“Tt is not a coincidence to have 
three attacks against our employ- 
ees,” Haidari said. “Our situa- 
tion is a tragedy. You can see the 
worry and mental anxiety on the 
faces of my employees.” 

Iraqi officials described the 
attacks as the latest attempt by 
al-Qaida in Iraq to destabilize 
the government ahead of the 
elections, scheduled for March 7. 
U.S. officials hope the elections, 
which were delayed by nearly 
two months as a result of political 
wrangling, will lead to a smooth 
transition of power that will allow 
them to sharply accelerate the 
withdrawal of troops. 

The targeted violence has 
forced the electoral commission 
to increase security measures 
for its staffers, of which there are 
about 500 in Baghdad alone, in- 
cluding limiting their movement 
during the day and advising their 
families to relocate until after the 
elections. 

The commission has requested 
that the Iraqi government allow 
it to house workers at Saddam 
Hussein’s old Republican Palace, 
formerly the home to the U.S. 
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Embassy but now vacant. Rooms 
for higher-ranking officials have 
been secured at the Rasheed 
Hotel, a well-protected building 
in the fortified Green Zone where 
many Iraqi parliament members 
and foreign visitors stay. 

Haidari said he has discussed 
the security issue with Prime 
Minister Nouri al-Maliki and 
President Jalal Talabani. 

“We have asked for more secu- 
rity guards,” he said. “We are try- 
ing to give our employees better 
protection. We insist to continue 
our work.” 

The run-up to the election has 
been punctuated by bombings 
that have shaken the confidence 
of the Iraqi government and left 
more than 400 people dead. 

Though it is unclear exactly 
who is responsible for the killing 
and kidnappings, Iraqi officials 
say they believe that al-Qaida in 
Iraq and insurgent groups affili- 
ated with the former Baath Party 
are behind the violence. 

The Islamic State of Iraq, an 
extremist umbrella group, has 
asserted responsibility for the 
deadly bombings of government 
buildings in August, October, and 
most recently, Dec. 8. 

The violence against election 
workers fits into the insurgents’ 
larger strategy to undermine and 
destabilize the Iraqi government. 

“The electoral process is an im- 
portant target to the insurgents 
because if they break it they will 
break all the political process in 
Iraq,” Haidari said. 

“We are all under threat of as- 
sassination,” an election official 
said on the condition of anonym- 
ity for fear of retribution. 

“We have a job to do and it will 
get worse as the election gets 
closer.”

Mourners seize chance to rally eS 


against hard-line ruling regime

DUBAI, United Arab Emir- 
ates — Tens of thousands of Ira- 
nian mourners turned the funeral 
procession of the country’s most 
senior dissident cleric into an 
anti-government protest Mon- 
day, chanting “death to the dicta- 
tor” and slogans in support of the 
opposition. 

Crowds filled major streets, 
beating their chests in mourn- 
ing, waving banners in the green 
colors of the opposition and shout- 
ing denunciations of Iran’s rulers 
as Grand Ayatollah Hossein Ali 
Montazeri’s body was carried to a 
shrine in Qom, Iran. 

The death of Montazeri on Sun- 
day, at the age of 87, pushed Irani- 
an authorities into a difficult spot. 
They were obliged to pay respects 
to one of the patriarchs of the 
1979 Islamic Revolution and the 
one-time heir apparent to Ayatol- 
lah Ruhollah Khomeini. 

Montazeri broke with Iran’s 
clerical leadership and became 
a vehement critic, denouncing 
Supreme Leader Ayatollah Ali 
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Khamenei and calling the post- 
election crackdown the work of a 
dictatorship. 

Thousands of mourners also 
marched in the cleric’s hometown 
of Najafabad, where Web footage 
showed crowds of men beating 
their chests and chanting, “Op- 
pressed Montazeri, you are with 
God now.” 

Women in black robes shouted, 
“Dictator, dictator, Montazeri is 
alive,’ and “Montazeri, you who 
spoke the truth: Your path will be 
followed.” 

Montazeri broke with the re- 
gime in the 1980s after claiming 
that the ruling clerics violated the 
ideals of the revolution by tak- 
ing absolute power rather than 
serving as advisers to political 
leaders. 

He spent five years under house 
arrest and had only a minor role 
in political affairs after being re- 
leased in 2003. 

But the outrage after June’s dis- 
puted presidential election gave 
him a new voice that resonated 
with a younger generation. His 
most pivotal moments came in the 
summer when he denounced the 
“despotic” tactics and “crimes”

TOKYO — Iran’s chief 
nuclear negotiator called 
for a global nuclear weap- 
ons ban on Monday but 
insisted all nations — in- 
cluding his own — have 
the right to develop nuclear 
energy. 

Visiting Tokyo to meet 
with senior Japanese offi- 
cials, Saeed Jalili said his 
country’s nuclear program 
is for civilian purposes, al- 
though the U.S. and other 
nations fear its goal is to 
produce weapons. 

Meanwhile, the United 
States has been building 
momentum toward impos- 
ing more sanctions against 
Iran, after the revelation in 
September that Iran was 
secretly building a second 
uranium-enrichment facil- 
ity near the city of Qom. 

For now, the U.S. and its 
allies are pressing Tehran 
to accept a U.N.-brokered 
plan under which Iran 
would ship the majority of 
its low-enriched uranium 
out of the country. 

“The Tehran reactor is 
for pharmaceutical use, for 
humanitarian use,” Jalili 
said. “Using nuclear en- 
ergy is the right of every 
nation.”

5. Korean ships warned to stay out

SEOUL — North Korea de- 
clared waters along its disputed 
sea border with South Korea a 
“firing zone” Monday and warned 
ships from the South to stay away 
from the area, which was the scene 
of a deadly clash last month. 

The naval command in Pyong- 
yang accused the South of “reck- 
less military provocations” in the 
area in an attempt to hold on to 
what it called an illegal border. It 
accused its neighbor of violating 
its waters and staging military 
drills in the area and vowed to 
protect its border by force. 

North Korea does not recognize 
the sea border, drawn unilaterally 
by the United Nations at the end 
of the 1950-53 Korean War, and 
has long claimed that it should be 
redrawn farther south. 

The dispute led to deadly skir- 
mishes in 1999, 2002 and last 
month. 

In the November incident, ships 
from the two sides exchanged fire 
in the disputed waters, leaving 
one North Korean sailor dead and 
three others wounded, according 


to the South. 

Pyongyang said Monday that 
it was designating the area a 
“peacetime naval firing zone of 
coastal and island artillery units” 
for its military, which apparently 
means that artillery shells could 
land in the waters at any time. 

“All fishing boats and warships 
are required to take security mea- 
sures by themselves in that zone 
to protect themselves,” the naval 
command said in a statement, 
carried by the country’s official 
Korean Central News Agency. 

It said it was taking the measure 
to cope with a “grave situation” in 
the disputed waters that it blamed 
the South for creating. 

South Korea _ rejected the 
North’s claim of border violations 
as groundless. 

“We consider it deeply regret- 
table that North Korea’s naval 
command made_ unreasonable 
claims threatening our warships 
and boats that operate normally 
in our area,’ the South’s navy 
said in a statement. 

“We are fully ready to defend 
the maritime demarcation line 
and will act sternly in case of 
North Korean provocations.”

Police recover Auschwitz sign

WARSAW, Poland — Polish po- 
lice have recovered the infamous 
Nazi sign stolen from the former 
Auschwitz death camp, cut into 
three pieces, and said Monday 
it appeared to have been taken 
by common criminals seeking 
profit. 

Five men were arrested late 
Sunday after the damaged “Ar- 
beit Macht Frei” (“Work Sets You 
Free”) sign was found near one of 
their homes in a snowy forest out- 
side Czernikowo, a village near 
the northern Polish city of Torun, 
across the country from the me- 
morial site. 

The brazen pre-dawn theft 
Friday of one of the Holocaust’s 


most chilling symbols provoked 
outrage around the world. Pol- 
ish leaders launched an intensive 
search for the 16-foot sign, which 
spanned the main gate of the 
camp in southern Poland where 
more than 1 million people, most- 
ly Jews, were killed during World 
War II. 

The men’s arrest late Sunday 
came after more than 100 tips, 
said Andrzej Rokita, the chief po- 
lice investigator in the case. 

Police said it was too soon to 
say what the motive for the theft 
was, but they are investigating 
whether the Nazi memorabilia 
market may have played a part. 
The suspects do not have known 
neo-Nazi or other far-right links, 
Rokita said. 


Eurostar set to resume train service

PARIS — Eurostar said it would 
resume its high-speed rail service 
linking Britain, France and Bel- 
gium on Tuesday after a three- 
day suspension that stranded tens 
of thousands of travelers and left 
French President Nicolas Sarkozy 
indignant. 

Officials at the Eurostar train 
company said they had identified 
the problem that caused the sus- 
pension: unusually dry, powdery 
snow that got into the trains’ en- 
gines. However, more snow was 
forecast for early Tuesday — just 
as train service would be getting 
back up to speed. 

With as many as 40,000 people 
affected by the suspension, and 
TV channels broadcasting images 
of would-be travelers holed up 
in train stations, Eurostar tried 
to make amends by offering its 
“deepest apologies” and promis- 
ing compensation. 

France’s rail woes were not lim- 
ited to the Eurostar, though. 

A suburban Paris train went off 
the tracks Sunday night, prompt- 
ing part of the line to be shut down. 
Another suburban train line was 
crippled by strikes that entered 
their second week Monday, snarl- 
ing Paris traffic and wreaking 
havoc for holiday shoppers.

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Sri Lankan navy 
seizes rebel ship 


COLOMBO, Sri Lanka — 
Sri Lanka’s navy has captured 
a ship it Says was once used to 
smuggle arms by the now-de- 
feated Tamil Tiger insurgents, 
a military spokesman said 
Monday. 

Navy spokesman Capt. Ath- 
ula Senarath said the 300-foot- 
long “Princess Chrisanta” 
was seized by the navy outside 
Sri Lankan waters and was 
brought to the island’s main 
port in Colombo on Monday. 

The navy has destroyed 
eight rebel ships that were 
transporting weapons. dur- 
ing the last three years, the 
spokesman said. 


China envoy urges 
peace with Taiwan 


TAICHUNG, Taiwan — 
China’s senior Taiwan envoy 
told his hosts Monday that 
Beijing wants to “move down 
the road of peace,” a day after 
tens of thousands of Taiwan- 
ese demonstrators blasted 
the government for its China- 
friendly policies. 

Chen Yunlin’s statement in 
the central city of Taichung 
came amid heavy security, 
with police preventing sev- 
eral hundred protesters from 
besieging his hotel. The pro- 
testers view Chen as the spear- 
head for Beijing’s proclaimed 
policy of uniting Taiwan with 
the mainland. The sides split 
amid civil war in 1949. 

Chen arrived in Taichung 
on Monday to discuss a wide- 
ranging free-trade agreement 
with Taiwanese officials, part 
of Taiwanese President Ma 
Ying-jeou’s push to link the 
island’s economy ever closer 
to China’s.

WASHINGTON — A crucial,

Blanketed in snow, East Coast tries to dig out

NEW YORK — Millions of East 
Coast commuters returned to work 
Monday over slick roads and icy 
sidewalks after a weekend winter 
storm dropped record snowfall, 
interrupted holiday shopping and 
stranded travelers. 

The storm crept up the coast on 
Saturday and Sunday, walloping 
states from the mid-Atlantic to 
New England, causing hundreds 
of delayed or canceled flights, 
widespread power outages and 
treacherous driving conditions. 
The weather was blamed for at 
least seven deaths, including a 
snowmobile driver who crashed 
head-on into a horse-drawn buggy 
in Pennsylvania’s Amish country. 

Meanwhile, jammed airports in 
the Northeast were working their 
way back to normal. On Monday, 
the Federal Aviation Administra- 
tion was reporting that all major 
airports on the East Coast had av- 
erage flight delays of less than 15 
minutes. 

Still, three major airports in 
the New York City area were ex- 
pecting an unusually busy holiday 
travel week as many who were 
stranded by the cancellation of 
1,200 flights over the weekend try 
to make it to their destinations. 

In Washington, federal agencies 
were closed Monday and bus ser- 
vice was running behind sched- 
ule, but the Metro finally was able

to open all 86 of its rail stations. 
Subways had been limited to un- 
derground stations for two days. 

On the rails, Amtrak canceled 
some trains in the East on Monday 
because of the storm and warned 
that long-distance trains to the 
South and West faced substantial 
delays. 

Power outages remained an 
issue. More than 130,000 people 
were without power in West Vir- 
ginia and Virginia as of Monday 
morning.

Pell Grants

WASHINGTON — An unex- 
pected surge in college enroll- 
ment has created an $18 billion 
shortfall in the Pell Grant pro- 
gram, the biggest in its history. 

An administration official told 
The Associated Press the pro- 
gram will cost $18 billion more 
than Congress and the White 
House had anticipated over the 
next three years. The official, 
who was not authorized to speak 
publicly about the budget, spoke 
on condition of anonymity. 

“The administration is work- 
ing with Congress to fill the gap, 
and we are committed to making 
sure the U.S. has an educated 
work force able to fill the jobs 
of the 21st century,” the official 
said. 

The red ink probably won’t 
affect students and parents, but 
it will affect the federal govern- 
ment, which must find a way to 
come up with the extra dollars. 

Shortfalls and surpluses are 
common in the Pell Grant pro- 
gram, which forms the foundation 
for federal college aid. Anyone 
who is eligible gets a grant, mak- 
ing it difficult for the government 
to anticipate how many people 
will apply. Pell Grants typically 
go to families earning less than 
$40,000, and about 6.3 million 
students received Pell Grants 
last year. 

Yet, the looming shortfall is the 
largest in the 36-year history of 
the program, which has an entire 
budget of about $18 billion. 

Two factors led to the shortfall, 
said Terry Hartle, lobbyist for 
the American Council on Educa- 
tion, the leading higher education 
group in Washington. 

First, the bleak job market is 
driving people back to school. 

Second, Congress boosted the 
amount of the Pell Grant this 
year, which made more families 
eligible for aid. The program’s 
eligibility formula changes, let- 
ting more middle-income fami- 
lies into the program, whenever 
the grant amount increases.

Eastwood, Freeman reunite for ‘Invictus’ 


elson Mandela made it clear that Morgan Free- 
man was the man he would want to play him in 
a film. 

When it came time to play Mandela in “In- 
victus,” Freeman told producing partner Lori McCreary 
that he had two men in mind to direct the film, which 
dramatizes Mandela’s partnership with a South African 
rugby star (played by Matt Damon) to rally their post- 
apartheid countrymen behind the team’s underdog quest 
for the 1995 World Cup. 

“T said, ‘I can only think of two. Clint Eastwood, and 
then there’s Clint Eastwood.’ He’s the best director I 
know,” Freeman says of the filmmaker who gave him a 
plum role in “Unforgiven” and an Academy Award-win- 
ning part in “Million Dollar Baby.” 

Freeman’s comment comes moments before Eastwood 
enters the room for a joint interview, amiable banter and 
wisecracks ensuing as the two longtime friends and col- 
leagues talk about their third collaboration. 

“Are you supposed to be here?” Freeman says. 

Informed of the compliment Freeman had just paid 
him as his only choice to direct “Invictus,” Eastwood 
shoots back: “That’s very kind of him. He’s obviously a 
man of very good taste and selectivity in life.” 

Their give-and-take reflects the camaraderie that 
Eastwood, 79, and Freeman, 72, captured on screen as 
hired mercenaries in 1992’s Western “Unforgiven” and 
as ringside pals in 2004’s boxing drama “Million Dol- 
lar Baby.” Both films dominated the Oscars, their wins 
including best picture and director for Eastwood. 

With both movies, Eastwood came calling for Free- 
man. With “Invictus,” Freeman was the first man on 
board, sending the script Eastwood’s way, hoping his 
friend would want to direct. 





Freeman had been meeting with Mandela since the 
1990s with the idea of adapting the jailed-activist-turned- 
president’s memoir “Long Walk to Freedom” for the big 
screen. The actor eventually set it aside, finding Mande- 
la’s life story too expansive to fit into a film. 

“How can you take all that and put it into a movie?” 
Freeman says. “Even if you condensed it down to a three- 
hour movie, how could you do it justice?” 

Then journalist John Carlin told Freeman about his 
book, “Playing the Enemy: Nelson Mandela and the 
Game That Made a Nation,” recounting the new South 
African president’s cheerleading that united whites and 
blacks behind the national rugby team. 

The effort defined the healing spirit Mandela brought 
to the nation, Freeman says. 

But “Invictus” is not being embraced by all South 
Africans, who complain that South Africans should be 
starring in movies about their own stories rather than 
American actors. South Africans do, however, have key 
roles in the film, including Patrick Mofokeng as Mande- 
la’s chief bodyguard. 

Eastwood sees a lot of similarities between Mandela 
and Freeman. 

“T’ve always thought he was the perfect guy to be play- 
ing Nelson Mandela,” Eastwood says. “Morgan has the 
same presence when he walks in the room as an actor 
that Mr. Mandela has as a politician walking into a room. 
.. They both are intelligent, and they both seem to have 
a lovely sense of humor and a lot of life. They both get in 
trouble in the same way, sometimes.” 

“Ssh,” Freeman interjects. 

“Invictus” marks the first time Eastwood worked with 
Freeman as a director only, not as a co-star, too.

Damon eager to tackle big role, work with Eastwood 


hen Clint Eastwood called, he didn’t have to ask 
Matt Damon twice. 


“T didn’t hesitate when I heard I would get to 
be in a film directed by Clint Eastwood and work with 
Morgan Freeman,” Damon says of his role in “Invictus.” 

Damon plays Francois Pienaar, captain of the South 


African rugby team when Nelson Mandela (Morgan Free- 


man) was elected president in 1994. Mandela turns to the 
team to help reunite the deeply divided country. 

“The structure of the script is you have one of the 
greatest world leaders of our time appealing to this other 
leader and forging a bond and basically saying ‘I need to 
use you to do this’ and this team exceeding its expecta- 
tion. It was a metaphor for what the country needed to do 
because everyone expected them to not be able to heal,” 


Damon says. 

The story was so important, Damon went through a 
long preparation of learning a South African accent and 
developing his upper body strength so he would look like 
a world-class rugby player. Damon says he works on any- 
thing that might destroy the illusion of the character he’s 
playing when he takes on a role. 

There was a brief moment when Damon wasn’t certain 
if he was the right person to play Pienaar — and it had 
nothing to do with acting. 

“T went to his house to meet him and when he came to 
the door I just did this,’ Damon, 5-feet-10, says as he tilts 
his head back to mimic looking up to the 6-feet-3 rugby 
player. “The first thing I said was, ‘I look bigger on film.’ ”

S we cram into airplanes this holi- 

day season, there is an aspect of 

air travel that we’re likely to be 

putting out of our minds — pilots 
asleep at the yoke and flight attendants so 
tired their mental states can be likened toa 
drunken stupor. 

Most Americans are protected by the 
Fair Labor Standards Act, which since 
1938 has limited the workday to eight 
hours and the workweek to 40 hours. Air- 
lines, which are governed by the Federal 
Aviation Administration, are exempt. They 
can push their workers up to 20 hours per 
day, without bearing the cost of overtime 
pay, which discourages such practice. 

The toll this can take on pilots has been 
in the news since a Northwest Airlines 
flight overshot its destination two months 
ago. But the rest of the flight crew is also 
suffering. 

As a former flight attendant, I fought two 
in-flight fires, calmed thousands of pas- 
sengers through mechanical failures and 
assisted in more medical emergencies than 
I can recall. I have also fallen asleep stand- 
ing up. I’ve snuck naps in the lavatory, sit- 
ting on the toilet with a dirty airline pillow 
wedged between my shoulder and the sink. 
I’ve been outright incapable of figuring the 
simple arithmetic required for liquor ac- 
counting. I have asked a passenger what 
he wanted to drink and then stuck a bag 
of pretzels into a cup before handing it to 
him. 

This level of exhaustion is dangerous. 
Several sleep studies have shown that 17 
hours of wakefulness is equivalent to a 
blood-alcohol level of 0.05 percent. Be- 
tween 19 and 24 hours of wakefulness, that 
number goes up to 0.10 percent — over the 
legal limit for driving in every U.S. state 
and considerably over the FAA restriction 
of 0.04 percent. Chronically sleeping only 
four to six hours per night is as harmful to 
cognitive performance as missing two en- 
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tire nights of sleep. 

For crew and passenger safety, the FAA 
mandates that flight attendants work a 
maximum of 14 hours, extendable to 20 
hours, with minimum rest periods of nine 
hours, reducible to eight hours. Pilots have 
slightly different restrictions — 16 hours 


crews to the limit. For example, Southwest 
Airlines, year after year the most profitable 
carrier, has the highest-paid flight atten- 
dants and pilots in the industry. For flight 
attendants, it offers a reasonable 10.5 hour 
maximum “duty day,” which can be pushed 

to 12.5 hours; pi- 
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it was expected 
that they’d be 
reined in by col- 
lective bargain- 
ing agreements. But after years of losses, 
cutbacks and contract renegotiations have 
made long shifts and short recoveries 
standard operating procedure at too many 
airlines, from national and international 
carriers to regional companies. 

For flight crews, an eight-hour rest pe- 
riod begins 15 minutes after “door open” 
on landing to the next day’s push-back 
from the gate. It’s ludicrous: Flight crews 
must be at the airport an hour before flight 
time — to check in, go through a security 
screening, get briefed, board the plane and 
even pass out pre-departure beverages to 
first-class passengers. But all of that work 
is counted as “rest.” When you take into 
account transportation to and from a hotel, 
which could be 30 or more minutes away, 
or finding something to eat at the end of a 
“day,” crew members may only have an op- 
portunity for four or five hours’ sleep. 

Contrast that with the Air Force, which, 
despite being at war, must give its air crews 
(including flight attendants and those per- 
forming flight attendant duties) a mini- 
mum of 12 hours’ rest. 

Of course, not all airlines push their 
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bers simply mi- 
grate to the best 
airlines? I can 
answer that for 
flight attendants: Partly, it’s an issue of se- 
niority. If someone leaves one airline after, 
say, 15 years, they will lose that seniority 
at a new airline, which not only means a 
pay cut but also several years of being on 
call 24 hours a day. But mostly it’s because 
they dream of the good old days, which in 
the airline industry means pre-Sept. 11, 
when the industry was in better shape and 
such brutal schedules were the exception 
not the rule. Like anyone in an abusive re- 
lationship, they are living in denial. And a 
bit of fear. If they demand more, managers 
threaten, the airline will go under. 

If an airline worries it can’t afford to hire 
more flight attendants should schedules re- 
quire safe doses of sleep, we should remind 
its shareholders that the company could 
get hundreds of them for the price of one 
chief executive officer. Though rested, the 
CEO won’t be much help when your Airbus 
dives into the Hudson.

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Crunching more numbers on health care

n June, a long time ago in politics, 

Democrats in the Senate were brief- 

ly jubilant. For the first time in a 

generation, they held 60 seats, the 
“supermajority” required to control the 
body’s proceedings. The road to enact- 
ing President Barack Obama’s center- 
left agenda looked, for a moment, almost 
smooth. 

But that’s not the way the Senate works. 
It’s an assembly of 100 independent egos, 
not a parliament of two disciplined parties. 
The word “control” doesn’t apply. 

Last week, as Majority Leader Harry 
Reid struggled to corral 60 votes to move 
a health care bill forward, the jubilation of 
summer gave way to desperation on cold 
winter nights — with occasional flashes of 
recrimination. 

“Everybody gets to be the 60th sena- 
tor,’ observed Sen. John D. Rockefeller 
IV, D-W.Va., a liberal champion of health 
care reform. What he meant was that when 
any one senator can threaten to stop a bill, 
many senators will be tempted to try — if 
only to see what they can get in return for 
their support. 

Last week, three senators each held the 
role of No. 60 in turn — and each held the 
fate of Obama’s health care proposals in 
his (or her) hand. 

First was Joe Lieberman of Connecti- 
cut, who lost his party’s primary election 
in 2006, won re-election as an indepen- 
dent, campaigned against Obama in 2008 
— but still claims a seat in the Democratic 
majority. 

Lieberman won several days in the spot- 
light for announcing that he would vote 
against any bill that included either of two 
measures favored by liberals: a govern- 
ment-run health insurance plan (Known as 
the “public option”) or a plan to offer Medi- 
care to people younger than 65 (known as 
“Medicare buy-in’). 

In an instant, both ideas were vaporized. 
Liberals outside the Senate excoriated 
Lieberman as a traitor and a hypocrite, not- 
ing that he once advocated allowing people 
older than 55 to buy in to Medicare. 

But inside the Senate, Lieberman’s col- 
leagues were not as harsh — at least, not 


on the record; you never know when you’re 
going to need a 60th vote. 

In fact, Lieberman may have done his 
colleagues a favor. Several centrist Demo- 
crats weren’t happy about the public option 
or Medicare buy-in either. Neither pro- 
posal was likely to attract 60 votes, even if 
Lieberman had stayed in the fold. 

In effect, Lieberman volunteered for 
the role of scapegoat (intentionally or not), 
taking the blame for shooting down liberal 
ideas that were already doomed. At any 
rate, by the end of the week, he was prom- 
ising to help Reid move a rejiggered bill 
forward. 

The second holdout was Ben Nelson of 
Nebraska, a taciturn former insurance ex- 
ecutive from a solidly conservative state. 
(Republican presidential nominee John 
McCain won Nebraska with 57 percent of 
the vote last year.) Nelson votes with Re- 
publicans more often than any other Dem- 
ocrat (even Lieberman), and he warned 
colleagues long ago that he would insist 
on tough provisions barring any federally 
funded insurance policies from covering 
abortions before a health care bill could 
win his vote. 

Reid deputized Bob Casey of Pennsyl- 
vania, another anti-abortion Democrat, to 
work out a compromise — essentially to 
allow women in those plans to pay for abor- 
tion coverage with their own funds — but 
Nelson warned that he would be a tough 
sell. The Nebraskan said he would submit 
any abortion proposal to his “constituency 
groups” — anti-abortion organizations that 
are opposed to any form of compromise. 

And even if he got his way on abortion, 
Nelson warned, he wasn’t sure he would 
vote to move the bill forward — leaving 
Reid still uncertain where he would find 
his 60th vote. 

Which revived the name of the third 
“60th senator,’ a moderate Republican, 
Olympia Snowe of Maine. Snowe has 
worked for months on health care legisla- 
tion, says she wants to pass something and 
broke with her party to vote in favor of a 
bill drafted by the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee. Obama and his aides have lavished 
private attention on her, knowing that her 
single vote would give them the right to 
anoint the result as “bipartisan.” 


But Snowe has a flaw: She’s serious about 
the substance of health care. All week long, 
as Reid struggled to find a way to amass 60 
votes among Democrats, he kept his ver- 
sion of the bill under wraps, to maximize 
his negotiating room. Snowe said she might 
be willing to vote for a bill — but she would 
have to see it first, and let it be analyzed, 
and think about it awhile. That meant: not 
before Christmas. 

So Friday, Reid went back to Nelson, 
who finally said yes — as long as states 
were given the right to prohibit plans from 
covering abortion and as long as Nebraska 
got a special deal on the cost of expanding 
Medicaid coverage to the poor. 

Meanwhile, the rest of the Republican 
caucus, which took a walk from the Demo- 
crats’ bill last summer, had a much easier 
task: obstruction and delay. 

They handled their role expertly, de- 
manding that the Senate clerk read the 
full text of a 700-page amendment aloud, 
threatening to torpedo a defense funding 
bill that they actually favor and generally 
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making Democrats miserable. 

As aresult, Reid’s “optimistic” timetable 
had the Senate passing the bill at 7 p.m. on 
Christmas Eve. 

Several Democrats, meanwhile, includ- 
ing Rockefeller and, yes, Lieberman, have 
proposed expanding programs that would 
test new models for health care delivery 
and payment — alternatives to the costly 
and inefficient “fee for service” model that 
pays doctors for individual medical pro- 
cedures instead of patients’ overall health 
care. 

That’s one reason Rockefeller, a thor- 
oughgoing liberal, favors passing whatever 
bill can attract 60 votes; he sees this year’s 
legislation — which already has become 
next year’s legislation — as the beginning 
of a longer process. 

“You never get everything that you 
want,” he said. “You try to keep improving 
the bill, and you do it next year or the year 
after.”

Aid for long-term care comes with too much risk

n estimated 10 million elderly 

and disabled Americans need 

some sort of long-term care and 

elp with the tasks of daily living. 

That number will grow as America ages. 

But the only federal program that pays 

for such services is Medicaid: Individuals 

who need long-term care have to spend 

down their assets to become poor enough 

to qualify. So does it make sense to estab- 

lish a federal program under which people 

could buy long-term care insurance? Does 

it make sense to do this within the context 

of health reform? The House and Senate 

proposals contain such a program. We are 

sympathetic to the need but have doubts 
about its advisability. 

The program, known as the Community 
Living Assistance Services and Supports 
(CLASS) Act, would be an innovative, vol- 
untary insurance program run by the fed- 
eral government. Employers could choose 
to have workers automatically enrolled un- 
less they opt out, and premiums would be 
deducted from their paychecks. After pay- 
ing in for five years, they would be entitled, 
if they become disabled, to a cash benefit 


— at least $50 a day — to pay for the non- 
medical services they need to remain at 
home rather than going to a nursing home. 
The premiums and benefits are required 
to be set at a level that will ensure the pro- 
gram is actuarially sound for 75 years. 
Sounds good, yet there are serious con- 
cerns about whether the program will 


work — or whether, because of low partici- 
pation rates that would leave it mostly en- 
rolling sicker people, it will end up having 
to set premiums so high or offer benefits 
so skimpy that lawmakers will be moved to 
bail it out. The Obama administration says 
not. ... But both the Congressional Budget 
Office and the chief actuary for the Medi- 


care program have expressed misgivings. 


There are already enough risks and un- 
certainties in health reform. Long-term 
care is an important topic, but it is one that 
deserves more careful scrutiny than has 
taken place in the context of the broader 
health-reform debate.

Ho-hum, Eagles clinch yet another

PHILADELPHIA — __ For 
the Philadelphia Eagles, mak- 
ing the playoffs is a ho-hum 
accomplishment. 

Donovan McNabb threw for one 
touchdown and ran for one and 
DeSean Jackson had 140 yards 
receiving as the Eagles beat the 
San Francisco 49ers 27-13 on 
Sunday to clinch a playoff spot for 
the eighth time this decade. 

The Eagles are still waiting for 
their first Super Bowl victory, so 
anything less isn’t worth much of 
a celebration for a team that has 
reached the NFC championship 
game five times in eight seasons. 

“Tt’s not that we’re not excited,” 
fullback Leonard Weaver said. 
“It’s something that we expect. 
As players, and as a team, we ex- 
pect to go to the playoffs. That’s 
the standard that we hold our- 
selves to, so we’re happy, but we 
know the work is not done. The 
work is not done until we reach 
the ultimate goal.” 

The Eagles (10-4) have won 
five straight and have a one-game 
lead over Dallas in the NFC East. 
Philadelphia visits the Cowboys 
in two weeks. The Eagles still 
have a chance for a first-round 
bye if they win out and Minnesota 
(11-3) loses one game.

Peacock, whose 17-footer forced 
a 54-54 tie with 33 seconds left 
in regulation, hit a three-pointer 
to begin OT and give the Yellow 
Jackets their first lead since his 
runner made it 37-36 at the 9:47 
mark of the second half. 

But Georgia Tech ended the 
game with a 32.9 percentage on 
70 attempts from the field. Gani 
Lawal scored a season-low four 
points on 1-for-7 shooting, and 
Brian Oliver went 1-for-6 on 
thgree-point attempts. 

Lawal began the game tied for 
the conference lead with a 10.4 
rebounding average. He finished 
with four. 

“We all know Gani is an out- 
standing player, and a couple of 
shots just didn’t fall for him, and 
we were able to get enough guys 
around him,” Hamilton said. “At 
times when he got the ball, we had 
about four or five guys around 
him, and that’s because we have 
so much respect for him.” 

The 6-foot-10, 246-pound Fa- 
vors couldn’t do much against the 
Seminoles, either. 

“They’re a pretty long team, so 
I guess the guards couldn’t see a 
way to get into the post,” Favors 
said. “It did get frustrating a little 
bit, but you’ve got to move on to 
the next play.”

On Dasher: QB runs, passes 
Middle ‘lennessee to victory

NEW ORLEANS — Dwight 
Dasher limped off the field twice 
during the New Orleans Bowl, 
though his ankle injury really 
didn’t seem to slow him down. 

The Middle Tennessee quar- 
terback provided 363 of the Blue 
Raiders 450 yards of offense and 
four touchdowns in their 42-32 
victory over Southern Mississippi 
on Sunday night. 

Dasher rushed 26 times for a 
New Orleans Bowl-record 201 
yards and two touchdowns, and 
completed 15 of 25 passes for 162 
yards and two touchdowns. His 
rushing total was the highest by a 
quarterback in a bowl game, sur- 
passing the 200 that Vince Young 
had for Texas against USC in the 
2006 Rose Bowl. 

It was enough to make him for- 
get his tender left ankle. 

“T told coach that it was no kind 
of injury,’ Dasher said. “Unless 
something was broke, I was going 
back in.” 

Dasher also became the ninth 
player in Football Bowl Subdi- 
vision history to pass for 2,000 
yards and rush for 1,000 yards in 
the same season. 

“Obviously, it was difficult 


stopping him,” Southern Miss 
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coach Larry Fedora said. “We 
knew going in that he was a heck 
of a player, and he showed that 
tonight. We sent him out a great 
player. He single-handedly did it 
against us.” 

Middle Tennessee (10-3), play- 
ing in the second bowl game in 
school history, concluded its best 
season since joining the Football 
Bowl Subdivision in 1999 with a 
seven-game winning streak and 
its first bowl victory. 

“Dwight was hurt a lot more 
than he let on,” Middle Tennes- 
see coach Rick Stockstill said. 
“His performance is an example 
of what our team stands for — no 
matter what, if you can walk 
you’re going to get out there and 
play that next down.” 

Southern Miss (7-6) was play- 
ing in its eighth straight bowl 
game and 12th in the last 13 sea- 
sons. The Golden Eagles had won 
their three previous New Orleans 
Bowls, including in overtime 
against Troy last season. 

Martevious Young completed 
18 of 34 passes for 271 yards 
and three touchdowns for South- 
ern Miss. He also threw two 
interceptions. 

Golden Eagles running back 
Damion Fletcher ran for 78 yards 
to finish the season with 1,015 and 
become the ninth player in major 


college football to reach 1,000 in 
all four seasons. 

He did it despite a hamstring 
injury that caused him to sit out 
one game this season. 

With 5,302 yards rushing over- 
all, Fletcher passed Herschel 
Walker (5,259) and LaDainian 
Tomlinson (5,263) for eighth on 
the NCAA’s career list. 

“It was great to be up there 
in the company with those eight 
or nine guys,” Fletcher said. “I 
worked really hard and it means 
a lot to me. It was great playing 
and being a Golden Eagle.” 

Southern Miss held a 17-14 edge 
at halftime, and Dasher opened 
the third quarter with a 35-yard 
touchdown run. When Dasher 
left briefly with an ankle injury, 
Brent Burnette capped a 76-yard 
scoring drive with a 23-yard TD 
pass to Chris McClover. 

Daniel Hrapmann hit a 38-yard 
field goal to cut the Blue Raiders’ 
lead to eight at 28-20 at the end of 
three quarters. 

Southern Miss had a chance to 
tie it early in the fourth, pulling 
to 28-26 on DeAndre’s 7 yard TD 
reception, but the 2-point conver- 
sion failed. 

Benjamin Cunningham and 
Dasher ran for touchdowns to 
put it out of reach for Middle 
Tennessee.

CHICAGO — Cristobal Huet 
and the Chicago Blackhawks had 
an easier time than usual in beat- 
ing the rival Detroit Red Wings 
on Sunday night. 

Huet made 20 saves for his sec- 
ond straight shutout, and Duncan 
Keith had a goal and an assist 
to lead the Blackhawks to their 
fourth victory in a row, 3-0 over 
Detroit. 

Brian Campbell and Dustin 
Byfuglien also scored to help Chi- 
cago move back into first place in 
the Central Division. Detroit, shut 
out for the fourth time in its past 
15 games, has lost two straight. 

Huet, also a 3-0 winner over St. 
Louis on Wednesday night, had 
to make only a handful of tough 
saves against the injury-depleted 
Red Wings en route to his third 
shutout this season, 23rd overall

and first against Detroit. 

Over the past several seasons, 
Chicago’s meetings with Detroit 
— winners of eight straight Cen- 
tral Division titles — usually have 
been rollicking. On Sunday, how- 
ever, the Blackhawks controlled 
and subdued the Red Wings, who 
skated without eight regulars and 
played the second of back-to-back 
road games. 

“We respect Detroit very much, 
even though they’re missing a lot 
of top guys, and key guys,” Huet 
said. “We knew it would be a tight 
game, So we were disciplined and 
it paid off.” 

Among the injured Red Wings 
was scoring leader Henrik Zetter- 
berg. He missed his second game 
because of a shoulder injury and 
will be out at least two weeks. 

On Detroit’s two best chances, 
Huet made a glove save on Ville 
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Leino late in the first period, and 
a pad save on Brad Stuart midway 
through the second. 

“They’re still a top team in the 
league” Huet said. “They still 
have (Nicklas) Lidstrom and 
(Brian) Rafalski and (Pavel) Dat- 
syuk. They’re going to have a full 
lineup; it should be a good test.” 

If the Blackhawks were using 
the Red Wings as measuring stick, 
it seemed shorter than usual. 

“We always want to be our 
best,” Keith said. “This (Detroit) 
has been good for a long time. Do 
we want to measure ourselves?

Connecticut moved up three 
spots to 11th and was followed 
by Kansas State, New Mexico, 
Georgetown, Mississippi, Ten- 
nessee, Ohio State, Florida, Texas 
A&M and Butler. 

Temple, making its first ap- 
pearance in the poll since Novem- 
ber 2001, was No. 21, followed by 
Washington, Texas Tech, Clem- 
son and Gonzaga. 

Kansas State (10-1) beat Ala- 
bama 87-74 last week to run its 
winning streak to seven since an 
86-74 loss to Mississippi in the 
semifinals of the Puerto Rico Tip- 
Off. Temple (9-2) made its move 
into the rankings after handing 
Big East opponents Villanova and 
Seton Hall their first losses of the 
season.

DALLAS — With a bunch of 
versatile veterans, the Dallas 
Mavericks figure they can play 
any style of game and with any 
configuration of their lineup. 

That means they even like their 
chances against, say, LeBron 
James and Shaquille O’Neal on 
a night when Dirk Nowitzki is in 
street clothes. 

Seem silly? Not after the Nowit- 
zki-less Mavs beat the Cleveland 
Cavaliers 102-95 Sunday night. 

Tim Thomas replaced Nowit- 
zki in the starting lineup and did 
a nice impression with 22 points, 
and six others scored at least 
eight points. But it was on defense 
where Dallas really did a number 
on the Cavs. 

James scored only two of his 25 
points in the fourth quarter, and 
O’Neal made only one basket in 
the game. Mo Williams scored 
just eight points as Cleveland 
had a five-game winning streak 
end, as well as a four-game run 
against the Mavericks. 

“T think we just went about it 
the same way as if Dirk was play- 
ing,” said Jason Kidd, who had 10 
points and 11 assists for Dallas. 
“We didn’t make a big emphasis 
on ‘Dirk’s out so we’ve got to get 
25 points from one individual.’ 
We’ve got enough guys who can 
put the ball in the basket. We have 
to play defense and as a team we 
did that tonight.” 

The Cavaliers fell behind mid- 
way through the second quar- 
ter and couldn’t regain the lead. 
They came as close as 84-83 in 
the fourth quarter, but the Mav- 
ericks pulled away with a 12-4 
spurt capped by three-pointers 
from Kidd and Jason Terry. 

Dallas won for the sixth time 
in seven games. Both teams are 
20-8. 

“That’s why they’re one of the 
best teams in the league,” James 
said. “Even without Dirk they’ve 
got All-Stars like Josh Howard 
and Jason Kidd and Jason Terry. 
Tim Thomas played great tonight. 
Guys stepped up.” 

Nowitzki was recovering from 
a gruesome collision with Hous- 
ton’s Carl Landry on Friday night 
in which Landry lost five teeth, 
two of which became embed- 
ded in Nowitzki’s right elbow. He 
needed several stitches to close 
the wound and lots of medicine 
and treatment Saturday, but on 
Sunday he was just too sore, stiff 
and sensitive to the touch. 

“T tried to go a little bit, got 
some jumpers up before the 
game, but I just couldn’t get my 
elbow up, couldn’t really extend 
it, so it didn’t really make any 
sense (to play), Nowitzki said. 
“Looking at the game now, it was 
a great decision. We got the win 
and I got a little rest.”

big Ben's 86-yard drive resuscitates Pittsburgh's playotf hopes

PITTSBURGH — They still 
wear the title of the Super Bowl 
champions, yet there was noth- 
ing to suggest during a dismal 
five-game losing streak the Pitts- 
burgh Steelers had anything like 
this left in them. 

So many big plays, so much 
yardage against one of the NFL’s 
best defenses, so many game-sav- 
ing plays. The Steelers looked to 
be beaten a half-dozen times by 
Green Bay in the fourth quarter 
alone, only to give themselves one 
last chance — not just to win the 
game, but to keep their season 
alive. 

On a day when the Steelers (7- 
7) finally played like champions 
again, one play was all Ben Ro- 
ethlisberger needed. One play too 
many for the Packers. 

Roethlisberger finished off an 
as desperate-as-it-gets 86-yard 
scoring drive with a 19-yard 
touchdown pass to rookie Mike 
Wallace with no time remaining 
and the Steelers — more than 
awful for more than a month 
— rallied to beat Green Bay 37-36 
on Sunday. 

Packers coach Mike McCar- 
thy called it a classic December 
game. Heartbreaking, too, but 
also a tense and impossible-to- 
script game in which the Steelers 
led most of the way only to fall 
behind twice in the fourth quar- 
ter. They also took the kind of 
gamble that can ruin a season by 
failing to convert an onside kick 
while leading late in the game, yet 
didn’t lose. 

“Not dead yet,” coach Mike 
Tomlin said. “We’ve still got a 
pulse.” 

The same Steelers team that 
has lost five times while lead- 
ing or tied in the fourth quarter 
finally found a way to win in the 
end. It was a crusher for the Pack- 
ers (9-5), who were in position to 
clinch a playoff spot with a vic- 
tory and a New York Giants loss 
or tie. Instead, they will spend 
the next week wondering how 
they couldn’t hold leads of 28-27 
on Ryan Grant’s 24-yard TD run 
with 7:49 remaining and 36-30 on 
Aaron Rodgers’ 24-yard TD pass 
to James Jones with 2:06 to play. 

“You lose on a last-second play, 
with a spectacular throw and

catch, it’s tough,” rookie Clay 
Matthews said. “Hindsight’s al- 
ways 20-20 but we knew what we 
were getting ourselves into. It was 
a dogfight.”
